Gilbert 
of Charles Dickens’ novel of Great Lupectations 
was produced before a well-filled house on Mon- 
day week. Mr Gilbert has been remarkably 
skilful in adapting this novel for the stage, and 
had succeeded in presenting a very vigorous and 
closely working little drama that is an exce!lent 
specimen’of its kind. Miss Ilavisham, Mr Pam- 
blechook, aud Mr Wemmick, with other less 
known personages, do not appear, to the regret, 
we imagine, of many of the audience, and Joe 
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Gargery and his shrew of a wife are here re 
duced to very slight proportions, but the adapter 
has elaborated and made the most of the con- 
victs Magwitch and Orlick, and by so doing has 
of course heightened the serious tone of the 
piece, Some really good scenery has been 
painted for the play, and much care has evident- 
ly been bestowed on the whole, Miss Maggie 
Brennan is Pip, Miss Kate Bishop, a pains- 
taking and intelligent actress, Biddy, and Miss 
Eleanor Bufton, Estella; Mr Righton does bis 
best tor Joe Gargery, and Mr Clayton furnishes 
a capital piece of character-acting as Mr Jaggers 
the Lawyer, while Messrs J. ©. Cowper and W. 
Belford as the two convicts are very worthy ex- 
ponents of the characters. ‘The enthusiasm was 
not of a very marked character, but we expect 
that Great Expectations, and the pretty fairy tale 
Creatures of Impuise, will fill the Court Theatre 
for some weeks to come.

Tueatre Royal, Epinscren.—The French 
(so-called) “comedy-drama” Frou-Frow is still 
acting at this house; and, in consequence of the 
indiscriminate praise bestowed upon it by some 
of the Edinburgh journals, several people have 
been induced to witness its representation. Hap- 
pily for this “ comedy-drama,” the leading citi- 
zens who exclaimed against the less-offensive 
Traviata when it was first offered here are no 
longer in existence ; and, as Scotland lives in a 
daily degenerating age, the intellects of the gene- 
ration now springing up become more and more 
obfuscated, and that which once used to be re- 
garded as immoral bas ceased to be so. The plot 
of Frou-Frou resolves itself into this :—A lady 
(frivolous in the extreme) marries a man, for 
whom she does not care very much, if at: all. 
Upon a frivolous pretence she elopes with another 
man, with whom sbe suddenly finds she is actually 
in love. The guilty pair fly from Paris to Venice, 
where they take up their residence, bappy in each 
others’ society. ‘The husband, who has for 
awhile been prostrated by indisposition induced 
by his wife’s conduct, seeks them out in Venice, 
challenges the lover and kills him. He then re- 
turns to Paris, whither the wife, being now with- 
out the protection of a man, follows him. To 
render some poetic justice, the auther causes her 
to appear at his house in the last stage of con- 
sumption. She is brovght in, with his approval, 
to be laid on a sofa to die, he having first forgiveu 
her.—This is just the old German play of the 
Stranger over again.—But one'is led to question 
the purpose for which these plays were written. 
They neither serve 

**To point a moral nor adorn a tale.” 
It is to be hoped that, in consequence of the 
recent disastrous events which have occurred on 
the Continent, we shall for awhile at least, be 
exempted from the importation of foreign dramas, 
redolent of impropriety ; while an impetus will 
be given to English dramatic writers to bestir 
themselves, and assume their legitimate position 
in stage literature, from which they have so long 
been excluded.—The amount of acting powers 
bestowed upon /’vou-Frow might certainly be 
turned to better account, if only some more 
worthy channel were afforded to the actors. Mr 
H. Wigan, who is the acting-manager of the pre- 
sent Frou-Frou company, resembles in a very 
great degree our old Edinburgh favourite, W. H. 
Murray, for many years manager of the Theatre 
Royal—a man of immense genius. Fra Diavoto. 


GYMNASIUM HaLL, HupDERSFIELD.—Mr Hami- 
ton’s celebrated diorama of the Continent, illus- 
trating the principal scenes, connected with the 
Franco-German War, opened here on Thursday 
last before a very good audience.

At Drury Lane in 1816 he appeared as Baga- 
telle in the Poor Soldier, and Zetzler in 
the Jnnkeeper’s Daughter. These two per- 
sonations stamped him as a sterling actor. 
Bat it was at the Adelphi that he won his 
laurels; his original Frankenstein (second only 
to Mazurier’s), a creation of his own brain, a 
mass of moving matter without stimulous or 
intellect—with eyesight without vision—was 
an appalling picture. What could be more 
dreadful than his walking against the balus- 
trade as if unconscious of the obstruction, 
until by brute force he falls it to the ground ? 
What more harrassing than his respiration 
which supplies the place of speech? In short, 





there were extraordinary indications of talent 
and intellect in this monstrous conception—a 
walking corpse, ghastly green. 

His Vampire, Gordon the Gipsy, Dirk 
Hatterick, Orson (Jron Chest), Rinaldo (Gil 
Blas), Duke of Argyle (Heart of Mid Lothian), 
and especially his William (Black Eyed Susan), 
Long Tom Coffin (Pilot), and other tars, with 
their irrepressible hornpipes, will long be 
remembered. He wasan excellent Frenchman 
too, second only to old Mathews and Decamp, 
in these days. He played the Monster in 
Paris, and created a furore there. He also 
enacted the Manin Armour in the Lord Mayors’ 
shows. 

T. P. Cooke lived to a good old age; he 
took a farewell benefit at the Adelphi before 
he retired. He was 5 ft. 11 in. in height, and 
was of domestic habits and much respected by 
the profession.

Lapsroke THEATRE.—This house was opened 
three nights last week.—-On Whit-Monday, 
Charles the Second was very fairly performed by 
the Ladbroke Company; a numerous audience 
evincing their approval of the acting by vehement 
applause, and calls for all the performers. Indeed, 
this favourite little drama went without a hitch, 
although there were passages which an old play- 
goer could readily point out, wherein the tradi- 
tions of the stage were not faithfully adhered to. 
Those who recollect Fawcett or H. Wallack in the 
part of Capt. Copp will feel that there was some- 
thing amiss in Mr Danbridge’s conception of the 
old cruiser—a want of familiarity with sailor 
lingo especially, which practise may rectify. As 
the King, Mr E. Lacey was full of vivacity and 
dash, and was, we think, on that account more 
successful in the tavern scenes than in the palace. 
Nor was there any lack of jauntiness or devil-may- 
care in Mr Nicholls’s gentleinanly version of 
Rochester. Perhaps Miss Jessie Wilkinson cre- 
ated more imprestion by her prettiness and agree- 
able deportment as the page Edward than any 
other character in the piece. As Mary Copp, 
Miss Sterling was pleasing enough, but her dress 
was quite unsuited to the period. Miss Milwood 
(Lady Clara) was ladylike and affable-—On Whit- 
Tuesday, Mr and Mrs Wilkinson, R.A.M., gave 
a concert, which was chiefly noticeable for the 
marvellous playing of that extraordinary execu- 
tant—Sig. Tito Mattei. His wonderful power over 
the instrument (one of Erard’s grands) must be 
seen to be believed. We know not if the present 
Sultan is as good a judge as his brother Abdul 
Medjid used to be of a piauiste’s abilities, but 
when the great Leopold de Meyer in his vigorous 
style played before him, he complimented the 
eminent instrumentalist thus:—‘*I have heard 
Liszt (bow), I have heard Lutolff (40w), I have 
heard Thalberg (profound bow); but I never saw 
any of them perspire so much as you do!” We 
know not what Abdul Aziz would say to Tito 
Mattei, but he is a genius of the robust school.— 
On Thursday a crowded and fashiouvable assembly 
witnessed Mr and Mrs Suchet Champion’s operetta 
entertainment with unalloyed pleasure. There 
was 80 much refinement joined to the musical 
talent disp!ayed by the very limited operatic com- 
pany—only four in number—who delighted their 
friends on the first of June, that we trust, for the 
cause of art, that the experiment will, at no dis- 
tant day, be repeated. LBalfe’s Sleeping Queen, a 
little work of some pretrension, introduced Mrs 
8. Champion as the Queen of Leon, her husband 
as D’Aguilar, Mr Ralph Wilkinson as the Regent, 
and Miss Sophie Stuart, an accomplished vocalist, 
as Donna Agnes. The concerted pieces were 
given with great precision and produced an 
ensemble that left little to be desired.—But the 
favourite operetta of the evening was the ever- 
welcome Widows Bewitched, the sparkling char- 
acter of the melodies and the neatness of the 
plot being certain to please, even those who have 
little taste for music. Miss Stuart looked remark- 
ably well as Rose, and played charmingly. Mr 
R. Wilkinson, a good buffo actor, was the pro- 
fessor; Mr S. Champion the Abbé; these gen- 





tlemen are so well known that we need not dilate 
on their musical talents; Mrs 8. Champion was 
easy and graceful in the character of the Mar- 
quise, and sang in excellent taste, albiet, her 
method will admit of improvement on the score 
of expression and power.—Mr Layland executed 
some morceaux very skilfully, and Miss E. Carle- 
ton sang between the pieces. 


Braurort Housr.—A very enjoyable entertain- 
ment was provided by the members and friends 
of the South Middlesex Rifle Volunteers on 
Thursday last at Beaufort House, Walbam Green 
(which has lately been cleaned and re-decorated), 
in aid of the Regimental Prize Fund. The two 
well-worn pieces, the Steeplechase and War to the 
Knife, constituted the principal part of the pro- 
gramme, end were’ played to the evident satisfac- 
tion of a very full and enthusiastic audience. Mr

Miss 
Kate Egerton, an ‘accomplished professional 
artiste, was of immense assistance to our amateur 
friends, and shone as a bright star among the 
lesser constellations. We must not, however, do 
injustice to Miss Emily Cliffe, who looked and 
played remarkably well as Mrs Delacour. Miss 
Blanche Linden and Miss C, Hammond also 
deserve a word of commendation. The stage 
appointments appeared to give satisfaction. 
The entertainments were announced to conclude 
with an original farce by J. D. Daly, called A.B, 
but owing to the lateness of the hour, and the 
great distance of this place of amusement, we 
were unable to see its performance. We have 
no doubt but that by this entertainment, which 
reflects credit upon all concerned, a good sum 
will be raised for the purpose intended. [If we 
were disposed to find fault we might complain 
of the scanty and uncomfortable arrangements 
for sitting, towards the back of the hall, to 
which part, although our ticket said “ Stalls,” 
we were (probably owing to the better seats 
being full) consigned. ]

SHAKSPERE'S HEROINES. 


THE THREE ANNES. 


Two of these wore upon their brow ‘the 
round and top of sovereignty,’ the third 
Richard and the eighth Henry, whose careers 
have been handed down to us in such graphic 
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colours by the bard, having wives of that 
name. 

Richard II. married in his 16th year the 
good queen Anne of Bohemia, a woman whose 
virtues should have gotten her a less vacilla- 
ting and better man than this deposed king of 
England, the tool of the usurper Bolingbroke. 
She died young. The queen of that play is 
not Anne, but Isabel of France, his second 
wife. 

The courting of Lady Anne by the Duke 
of Gloster, who slew her beloved husband, is 
so familiar to all playgorrs that a simple allu- 
sions to it must suffice to show the credulous 
weakness of the character of the young widow 
of Henry VIJ.’s son, Edward the Prince of 
Wales. This wooing scene, happening, as is 
well-known, during the progress of the cortege, 
attending her royal father-in-law’s open coffin 
(when she appears as chief mourner) from St. 
Paul’s to Chertsey, is a remarkable example 
of the skill with which the poet reconciles 
contradictions. If Gloster were unsuspected 
by Anne to have murdered her husband and 
her father, it was not unnatural that she should 
have married him—if she were cognizant of 
these actions, as Shakspere has it, her disgust 
could have been overcome only by the profound 
dissimilation, of which he was an accomplished 
master, and with which he has shown her to be 
propitiated. The whole interview is so pecu- 
culiar and exhibits the proneness of the female 
sex to the reception of flattery and ‘soft 
nothings’ in such vivid colours that we are 
startled at the power of the dissembler’s 
wheedling tongue that can change— 


“ Avaunt, thou dreadful minister of hell!’ 

** Blush, blush thou lump of foul deformity ;’’ 

¢ ___. diffused infection of a man ;”’ 

‘¢ __. fouler than art can think thee ; ” 

“ He is in heaven, where thou shalt never come;” 
“ Out of my sight! thou dost infect mine eyes;” 
‘* Would they were basilisks to strike thee dead;” 


into— 





«—- much it joys me too, 
To see you are become so penitent. 
Glo.—Bid me farewell. 
Anne.—’ Tis more than you deserve ; 
But since you teach me how to flatter you, 
Imagine I have said farewell already.” 


How bitterly she regrets her foolish yield- 
ing appears in the fourth act, when Stanley 
bids her repair to Westminster 

“There to be crowned Richard's royal queen.” 


“ Come, madame, come; I in all haste was sent, 
Anne.—And I with all unwillingness will go. 

O, would to God that the inclusive verge 

Of golden metal that must round my brow 

Were red-hot steel to sear me to the brain! 

Anointed let me be with deadly venom, 

And die, ere men can say —God save the queen !’ 

“‘O, when, I say, I looked on Richard's face, 

This was my wish—‘ Be thou,’ quoth I, ‘ accursed 

For making me, so young, so old a widow!’ 





And when thou wedd’st let sorrow haunt thy bed, 

And be thy wife (if any be so mad) 

More miserable be the life of thee, 

Than thou hast made me by my dear lord’s death! 
* * * * ” 


For never yet one hour in his bed 
Did I enjoy the golden dew of sleep, 
But with his timorous dreams was still awak’d.” 


In the next scene, Richard, as king, orders 
Catesby to give out 

“ That Anne my queen is sick and like to die ; 

About it ; for it stands me much upor, 

To stop all hopes whose growth may damage me. 

I must be married to my brother’s daughter.” 

Her fate is sealed, and we next see her in 
conjuoctior. with others from the spirit world 
thus addressing her murderer in the tent of 
Bosworth :— 

“ Richard, thy wife, that wretched Anne thy wife, 

That never slept a quiet hour with thee, 

Now fills thy sleep with perturbations ; 

To morrow in the battle think on me, 

And fall thy edgeless sword ; despair and die! ”’ 
Whilst to his enemy, Richmond, she says :— 

* Thou quiet soul, sleep thou a quiet sleep ; 

Dream of success and happy victory; 

Thy adversary's wife doth pray for thee.” 


A few, a very few words about the beauteous 
maid, Aone Boleyn. Afer being kissed 
twenty times in a breath bs the country popin- 
jay, Lord Sandays, at Wolsey’s supper in 
York-place, Henry VIII., disguised, having 
ascertained from the Chamberlain that she is 
one of her highness’s women, exclaims :— 

‘‘ By heaven, she is a dainty one; sweetheart, 

I were unmannerly to take you oat, 

And not to kiss you.” 

— Sweet partner, 
I must not yet forsake you. Let’s be merry.” 

The scene in the second act between Anne 
Boleyn and the Old Lady (an inimitable scene, 
and one which should be read to understand 
the feelings of an elderly dame in a subordinate 
position at court—thoroughly true to nature) 
shows us how much better the garrulous atten- 
dant knows Anne’s heart that Anne does her- 
self :— 

“You that have so fair parts of woman on you, 

Have too a woman’s heart ; which ever yet 

Affected eminence, wealth, sovereignty ; 

Which, to say sooth, are blessings: and which gifts 

o< your mincing) the capacity 

f your soft cheveril conscience would receive 

If you might please to stretch it.”’ 

Anne.—* I swear again, [ would not be a queen 

For all the world, 

Old Lady.—In faith, for little England 

You'd venture an emballing ; I myself 

Would for Carnarvonshire.” 

The Lord Chamberlain enters, and announ- 
ces the welcome news to her that the king has 
created her Marchioness of Pembroke, with 
£1000 a year; he adds aside :— 

‘* Beauty and honour in her are so mingled, 

That they have caught the king ; and who knows 

But from this lady may proceed a gem [yet 

To lighten all this isle ? ”
